Zealand. 

There was a day when internationals 
against New Zealand were regarded with 
something akin to disdain. 

Players were a group of Britishers with 
reasonable skills combined with the Kiwi-born 
who played with more of a rugby-like push. 

Teams that toured New Zealand were large- 
ly left to their own devices between matches 
and the whole show had a run-down feeling. 

Things have certainly changed, and the 
campaign that sent New Zealand to the 1982 
World Cup in Spain saw them leaving Austra- 
lia in their wake. 

Australia certainly assisted New Zealand to 
its Soccer feet in the early days of the National 
Soccer League. 

Their leading players were snapped up by 
the Australian clubs, and got to know the local 
scene particularly well. 

So much so that their playing careers in 
Australia were later restricted by legislation. 

The current feeling from across the Tasman 
is that they are in for a resurgence — at 
Australia’s expense. 

There is a distinct and understandable 
belief that the Socceroos have hit a trough in 
their team rebuilding, and the Czechoslova- 
kian tour did nothing to dampen it. 

Coupled with this is the depth of feeling that 
Australia is there to be beaten — an idea dear 
to every New Zealander’s breast in so many 
sports. 

Unfortunately there is the tendency in Aus- 
tralia to look down on Kiwi Soccer. 

Too often we look away from Oceania and 
across to Europe. 

This represents the “ Big League” and New 
Zealand Soccer is certainly not that. 

They try to play the game in the English way 
and they gather funds to keep their National 
League afloat. 

More and more they bring youngsters 
through their schools and junior systems to 
guarantee a future flow of players. 

There is no doubt that an expatriate Scot 
named Charlie Dempsey has been the leading 
light in New Zealand’s Soccer progress. 

Few would claim that he does not possess 
an acute football brain. Over the years thathas 
been coupled with an real understanding of 
how to work for progress in the New Zealand 
environment. 

Australia is permanently anchored in the 
South Pacific. New Zealand is also, subject to 
a limited degree to the quakes that cause a 
little trouble from time to time. 

Europe, South America, and also the Asians 
who remain unwilling to admit us into their 
organisation, are not on our doorsteps as the 
New Zealanders are. 

lf New Zealand can continue to increase its 
football standards they will not be only 
winners. 

Australia will have an increasingly able 
competitor nation right on its own doorstep. 

It has been the fashion, when New Zealand 
comes here or the World Cup comes along, to 
say that “we must have more contact with 
New Zealand.” 

Then so often the deal is pigeon-holed until 
it is dragged out on some future occasion. 

One thing that the Australian Soccer 
Federation has at last accomplished is to 
agree to put an annual home-and-away series, 
in place. 

There should be no relaxation of the will to 
keep this series alive down the years.

IT’S A PECULIAR SITUATION WITH POLICE 


THE NOTHING less than amazing 
announcement by NSW Police Minister 
George Paciullo proposing the arrest of 
players - in all football codes in NSW for 
any on the field violence - is something that 
is totally unacceptable in the great game of 


Soccer. 


For this is not needed in our code - the 
only true ‘World Game’, as there is suffi- 
cient machinery in operation within the 
structure of the game, to deal with such 


matters.. 


That machinery 
Stretches from the lower 
junior organisations to 
FIFA itself. 


The last thing the 
game of Soccer needs is 
for interfering politi- 
cians to send police into 
the playing arena 
dishing out charges. 

Apart from a few iso- 
lated incidents, there 
have been no real trou- 
ble on the field in Soccer 
in Sydney this season. 


And, any that have 
occurred have been 
dealt with in the proper 
and just manner within 
the game’s own set-up. 

For this, the adminis- 
trators of the ASF, NSL 
and State Leagues have 
to be congratulated. 


The occurrences that 
did happen in the lower 
competitions of the 
NSW Federation were 
efficiently and thor- 
oughly dealt with by 
president John Constan- 
tine and his executive. 

The outcome was that 
three clubs were expel- 
led, for their inability to 
keep their players, 
coaches and officials in 
line according to the 
tules of the game. 


There can be no more 
drastic action than this 
in sport — expulsion, 

Indeed, if the packs of 
hooligans’ and louts that 
roam our streets and 
terrorise law-abiding 
citizens were dealt with 
in the same efficient 
manner, our politicians 
would be doing a better 
job in this state than 
they are at present. 

At the top of the foot- 
ball tree, FIFA, the 
world governing Soccer 
power, has also demons- 
trated that it can wield 
the iron glove when any 


nonsense occurs in the 
playing arena. 

FIFA flexed its mus- 
cles in no uncertain 
manner during the re- 
cent World Cup finals in 
Mexico, when members 
of the Uruguayan de- 
legation stepped out of 
line, during and after 
the match against Scot- 
land. 


Uruguayan players 
were suspended, their 
coach Omar Borras was 


banned from the bench © 


for the next match 
against Argentina and 


the Uruguayan Federa- * 


tion fined a hefty fifteen 
thousand dollars. 


These actions dis- 
played to all and sundry 
throughout the world, 
that no bad behaviour or 
violence is tolerated on 
the playing arena in Soc- 
cer at top level. 


When it comes to vio- 
lence on the field, the 
onus is placed firmly on 
the referee to take im- 
mediate action. 


And, nine times out 
of ten, this usually 
happens. 


As we are all well 
aware, all violent ac- 
tions on the field are 
punishable fouls. 

This includes kicking, 
tripping, striking, hol- 
ding, pushing, obstruc- 
ting or jumping on an 
opponent to name a 
few. 

However in most 
cases, all these offences 
pose a problem for the 
referee. 

For not only does the 
ref have to protect play- 
ers from being maimed 
for life, he has also to 
use his discretion from 
becoming too “whistle 
happy”.

Soccer is not a ‘softy’

sport and it must retain 
it’s traditional ‘manli- 
ness’ image if it is to 
survive. 

Because let’s face it, 
there is nothing worse 
for turning paying 
customers away from 
the game, than constant 
stoppages and a referee 
blowing his whistle at 
every minor incident. 

Commonsense is a 
main ingredient for any 
top referee involved in 
‘keeping the peace’ on 
the field of play. 

This season our re- 
ferees have came under 
quite a deal of critisism 
for their performances. 

Some of it has been 
warranted - some of it 
hasn’t. 

To be perfectly hon- 
est, on a number of 
occasions, some referees 
have been chosen to 
control big and crucial 
games, that were 
beyond their capabili- 
ties. 

This of course was not 
their fault - it was the 
fault and mistake of the 
people who put them 
into such a situation in 
the first place. 

And, this is one part 
of our Soccer set-up that 
needs to be looked into 
— refereeing appoint- 
ments. 


The biggest gripe of 
players and ex-players 
over the present stan- 
dard of refereeing, is the 


hellbent desire of the 
men in black to hand out 
punishment for dissen- 
tion rather than illegal 
tackles. 

If, in the heat of the 
moment, a player talks 
back or shows dissent 
against a decision, he is 
usually punished to a 
greater degree than a 
player who dishes out an 
illegal tackle. 

But I think taking 
everything into perspec- 
tive, players and for that 
matter coaches, are well 
controlled in our set-up 
here in Australia and 
this keeps on the field 
violence to a minimum.. 

If in fact Mr Paciullo 
and the politicians are 
really ‘fair dinkum’ ab- 
out cleaning up violence 
in sport, they should 
first start on the ter- 
races, where at times it 
is all allowed to happen. 

Again it must be 
pointed out, that vio- 
lence on the terraces has 
been minimal in top 
Soccer here in Sydney 
this season. 

There have been 
much more violence on 
the terraces during one 
day cricket matches, 
Aussie rules encounters 
and rugby league 
matches. 

The whole root of the 
problem of violence on 
the terraces is not a 
sporting one, but stems 
from an unhealthy social 
environment that un- 
happily exists today. 

. A social environment 
that should and could be 
put ht by the politi- 
cians - if of course they 
can find time keeping 
their noses out of sport. 


DEPRIVATION 


Leading sociologists 


throughout the world 
are united in their be- 
lief, that the typical 
offenders on the ter- 


races at sporting events, 
are young men who 


come from the more de- 
prived and depressed 
areas of a city, or from 
boring and colourless 
housing estates where 
they have to live their 
lives whilst being con- 
tinually ignored. 

Society unfortunately 
gives them little chance 
to express themselves or 
their manhood. 

Indeed, it has been 
determined that the only 
course left open to them 
to really express them- 
selves and their feeling- 
s,is to strike out in a 
negative and destructive 
fashion, on the terraces 
of a sporting arena. 

There at least in front 
of the media at large, 
they know they will not 
be ignored and will be 
able to make their mark 
on society - however 
brutal or disgusting. 

Surely our politicians 
would be better em- 
ployed using their ta- 
lents to provide such 
people with a better 
standard of daily life, 
rather than finding a 
way to arrest competi- 
tive sportsmen who get a 
little hot under the 
collar. 

There are many ways 
disturbances on the ter- 
races can be curbed. 

Ways such as: 

Heavier police penal- 
ties with large fines and 
periods of imprisonment 
for violent offenders, or 
the imposition of social 
work on match days. 

TV surveillance of the 
trouble spots on the ter- 
races to identify offen- 
ders during scuffles. 

Wire fences to. isolate 
the playing arena from 
the terraces and stands. 

All-seater stadia to 
eliminate crowd surges. 

The expulsion of clubs 
with a long record of 
serious violence. 

The use of a lar, 
number of riot police 
with dogs and mounted 
police. 

Appeals from star 
players over loudspeak- 
ers to ask the fans to 
restrain themselves. 

Major attempts to 
understand and change 
the social conditions 


that lie at the root of the 
violent outbursts. 

These are just a few 
suggestions for the 
politicians to chew over 
- if they are really in- 
terested. 


Luckily the situation 
of violence on the Soc- 
cer terraces here has not 
reached the devastating 
proportions it has over- 
seas, where it is now a 
major problem in law 
enforcement. 

But the day could 
come when it does and 
prevention is better than 
cure. 


Usually, when spor- 
ting violence on the ter- 
races does occur, the 
real trouble makers 
escape scot free and it’s 
the innocent majority 
that end up being tagged 
“the hoodlums”. 

This has caused great 
resentment in the past 
and no doubt will again 
in the future. 

The police argue, that 
they do their. best under 
“difficult circumst- 
ances” - which is true. 

But the ‘‘difficult 
circumstances’’ are 
caused because there 
are never enough of 
them around, when 


trouble breaks out at big 
matches. 
It has also be pointed 


made him 


out on numerous occa- 
sions that there are not 
enough police in the 
force, to do a proper job 
of law enforcing in 
NSW. 

Well if this is the case 
and I don’t doubt it for 
one minute,- why should 
Police Minister Paciullo 
want to waste the time 
of his understaffed 
police force, arresting 
football players who 
may have become vio- 
lent during a game? 

It just doen’t make 
sense. 

For me, Police Minis- 
ter Paciullo’s announce- 
ment was way off line 
and indeed one that 
look rather 
foolish. 

Big-time sport 
throughout the world at 
the present time is now 
suffering because of the 
constant interference 
from political sources. 

The Olympics and re- 
cent Commonwealth 
Games bears this out. 

Sure Soccer, like’ ev- 
ery sport, has its prob- 
lems. 

But they are problems 
that can be solved and 
rectified from within the 
structure of the game 
itself. 

Especially, when it 
comes to the action on 
the playing arena, where 
Mr Paciullo and his 
police are a definite big - 
No-No.

CITY GRAB PRIZED 
MELBOURNE SCALP 


BRISBANE CITY waited for a prized scalp to score their first home 
win of the season with a fighting 2-nil victory over South 
Melbourne at Spencer Park. 


It was the first time 
the Brisbane side had 
won a league match at 
their home ground since 
they scored a 3-2 victory 
over Footscray on June 
30 last year. 

There was nothing 
lucky about this win as 
the City side showed a 
determination and a will 
to fight that has been 
sadly lacking all season. 

From the outset Billy 
Wilkinson’s side, now 
including several keen, 
enthusiastic youngsters, 
showed that they were 
ready to contest every 
ball. And it was their 
committed attitude 
which unsettled several 
South Melbourne play- 
ers, who, by the end of 
the day, had their rep- 
utations in tatters. 

Statistically though, it 
was not surprising that it 
was South Melbourne 
that should crash in 
Brisbane. The Queens- 
land capital has never 
been a happy hunting 
ground for the high pro- 
file Melbourne side. 

In 10 years of NSL 
soccer, South Mel- 
bourne has played 19 
league fixtures in Bris- 
bane, yet has won only 
four times. 

This win gave City a 
total of three out of four 
points against South 
Melbourne this season, 
their best record against 
any side in the League. 

Former Canberra 
striker Alan Reis, who is 
now playing on a week 
to week basis pending a 
job transfer back to the 
national capital, helped 
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inspire his team to vic- 
tory. Reis scored City’s 
first but could have had 
a couple more.

er Robert Harrison to 
beat. 

A thunderstorm 
broke shortly after half 
time, making the ground 
slippery and taking the 
edge off the game. 

South desperately 
pushed for an equaliser 
in the more Melbourne- 
like conditions, but the 
City defence superbly

Perry held firm. 
Crainie went close 

with a 59th minute head- 


-er, which he appealed

City though refused to 
sit back and hold their 
lead and a number of 
times almost caught 
South on the break. 

But it was a string of 
misses which saw Kieran 
Cooper put away his 
side’s second, and his 
first for nine weeks.

It looked all over, but 
City stormed back and 


front runner Joe Mullen 
glanced the ball away 
from home goalkeeper 
Gary Sproul in the 85th 
minute after a low shot 
from Charlie Villani on 
the left which Sproul 
had covered until Mul- 
len came into the 
picture. 

City played the most 
attractive Soccer, but it 
was Hellas who had 
most to lose and it 
showed. 

After a 3-1 defeat ear- 
lier in the season Hellas 
obviously did not want a 
repeat. 

Mention must be 
made of referee Davis, 
making his first appear- 
ance at an SA derby. 

One could pick fault, 
but over the 90 minutes 
he gave an excellent 
performance judging the 
temperament of the 
players as the match 
went on and adding 
John Panagis and Dunn 
of Hellas to his book. 

The result left Hellas 

in eighth place with 
three rounds to play but 
moved City down to 
fifth spot.

STRUGGLING Canberra proved to be Syd- 
ney Olympic’s bogie team once again with 
a hard-fought 1-nil win at Bruce Stadium. 


Of their three meet- 
ings in league and Cup 
this season, Canberra 
has won two and drawn 
one. 

The loss may have 
cost Olympic the North-

Defeat was all the

Anthony began his 
junior career in Western 
Australia and was al- 
ways a goalkeeper. 

It was obvious that his 
father (who himself rep- 
resented Australia as a 
goalkeeper in 1957 
against the touring 
Scots, Hearts of Mid- 
lothian) had much influ- 
ence on his career. 

Franken is a graduate 
from the Australian In- 
stitute of Sport where 
senior coach Jimmy 
Shoulder was largely re- 
sponsible for Anthony's 
moulding. 

“Jimmy has been easi- 
ly one of my very best 
coaches and I owe much 
to him,” Franken told 
us. 

Franken came out of 
the A-I.S. and joined 
Canberra City Olym- 
pians’ NSL side. 


In 1983 he was 
selected in Australia’s 
World Youth squad, 
who were coached by 
the then National senior 
coach, Les Scheinflug. 

Australia made it to 
the World Finals and 
travelled to Mexico. 

It was in Mexico that 
Anthony’s electric re- 
flexes between the posts 
captured the imagina- 
tion of the Soccer fra- 
ternity.

1974 only weeks before 
departing for the West 
German World Cup 
finals. 

Garisto was sent off 
over the incident but 
Ray did not feel the full 
effect of the blow until 
after the game. 


He was rushed to the 
Royal North Shore 
Hospital where he lay, 
partly paralysed, an 
artery in his neck rup- 
tured. The artery later 
haemmorrhaged, caus- 
ing interference with the 
supply of blood to his 
brain. 


Baartzy had been one 
of the key players in 
Australia’s qualifying 
sseriés for the 1974 


World Cup finals. The 
injury prevented him 
from taking part in those 
finals although he did 
through the ASF’s 
assistance tour with the 
party. 


Ray came to notice 
first as a 16-year-old in 


the Northern NSW 
Under 18 team in the 
Australian youth 


championships. 


He was apprenticed 
with Manchester United 
and after two years 
alongside the likes of 
Charlton and Law he 
was forced to return 
home because of 
homesickness. 


He immediately 
joined Hakoah-Easts 
and four months after 
scored on his debut for 
Australia against Scot- 
land. 


His left-foot shot was 
reputed to be the most 
powerful in the country, 
his acceleration, vision 
and balance made him a 


complete player — 
equally at home in mid- 
field as in attack. 

It will be a great thrill 


for the Socceroos.

COALSTARS’ victory in the Queensland statewide Ampol Cup 
knockout competition last week has proved to be both bitter and 


sweet. 


The Bundamba club 
beat North Star 3-2 in a 
thrilling Cup final, while 
North Star were chasing 
their third consecutive 
cup win. It was the Coal- 
stars’ first victory in the 
competition for 21 years 
and the club’s fans cele- 
brated their long over- 
due success well into the 
night. 

The victory also set up 
the club for Queens- 
land’s Soccer’s treble, 
Coalstars are leading the 
XXXX League with just 
three rounds remaining 
and are on target to take 
the cup, the premiership 
and the grand final — a 
triple not won since 
Southside Eagles made 
a clean sweep of the 
Silverware in 1978. 

But there are two 
worrying clouds on the 
horizon. One relates to 
the Coalstars captain 
Mark McNaghton and 
the other to coach Brian 
Styles. 

McNaughton revealed 


after the cup win that a 
recurring knee injury 
almost certainly will 
force him to retire at the 
end of the season. 

The 30-year-old for- 
mer New Zealand in- 
ternational, who already 
has comeback from a leg 
break, first injured the 
knee five weeks ago, he 
set the cup final as his 
comeback target and 
made that with a week 
to spare. 

But despite having a 
game under his belt and 
training soliday during 
the week, the knee went 
on McNaughton 13 mi- 
nutes into the game 
when, in the slippery 
conditions, he slid 
heavily into a tackle.

The pain would have 
put most players out 
of the game, but 
McNaughton showed 
his true toughness 
when he gritted his 
teeth and battled on. 


“For five minutes 
afterwards there was a 
lot of pain, but I didn’t 
want to go off, I tried 
not to think about it and 
once I settled back into 
the game it didn’t worry 
me too much,’’ 
McNaughton said. 

But the fact that the 
injury came back was 
another to put doubt 
into McNaughton’s 
mind about playing on 
after this year. 

“My future is in the 
balance,”” he said. 

“IT would love to keep 
going but injuries are a 
worry, I have got a 
seven-year-old son I 
would like to able to run 
around with.” 

McNaughton is hop- 
ing his knee holds out to 
allow him to guide Coal- 
stars to a treble victory. 

And adding the grand 
final and premiers 
trophies to the cup could 
be the swansong for 
Styles. 

The Coalstars coach 


“Frank has has been 
our improver of the year 
and will turn out a very 
accomplished player if 
he does the basics prop- 
erly,” Wilkinson said. 

“His future lies with 
Brisbane City and he’s 
the type of player you 
can build a team 
around.” 

If Mengotti opts for a 
move South he is certain 
to be among a number 
of Queensland NSL 
players queuing for their 
air ticket. Already Soc- 
ceroo squad member 
Russell Stewart and his 
Lions team-mate Danny 
Wright have been linked 
with Southern Clubs. 

While J.ions still have 
a very slender ray of 
hope of making the cut, 
City has no chance and 
could even fill the auto- 
matic relegation last 
place. The club is. still 
hoping for a miracle and 
officials recently offered 


the first team squad 
$20,000 if it could 
survive. 

Then, with rumors 


persisting of a major 
league sponsor insisting 
a team from Brisbane 
and Adelaide be in the 
new NSL, the City play- 
ers were offered high 
financial incentives to 
beat Lions in their re- 
cent derby and finish 
ahead of the Richlands 
club at the end of the 
season. 

Lions too are on 
$15,000 if they can make 
the final 14, although as 
each week passes, the 
inevitable is becoming 
completely inevitable.

THE battle for 
Queensland Soc- 
cer’s Rothman’s 
medal is fast turn- 
ing into a race in 
two. 


Joint favorites appear 
to be Coalstars’ Mark 
Brusasco and Mount 
Gravatt’s Martin 
Kirsopp. 

Both players have 
polled well in other con- 
tests and a recent rating 
survey, done on weekly 
scores out of 10 for each 
player, put the pair well 
ahead of their rivals. 

Brusasco, who won 
the Gold Medal in 1981, 
narrowly pipped Kir- 
sopp in the ratings, pub- 
lished in the QSF’s offi- 
cial magazine Go Soc- 
cer, after 14 rounds of 
the 18 round competi- 
tion. 

Brusasco averaged 
7.93 out of 10 compared 
with Kirsopp’s 7.86. But 
the tiny Mount Gravatt 
midfielder gained the 
upperhand in that he 
had been named man of 
the match six times to 
Brusasco’s three. 

If “trends” in Roth- 
man’s medal counts of 
the past are an indica- 
tion, Kirsopp is possibly 
better situated to win the 
prized honour. Mount 
Gravatt have been in 
and around the top four 
all season, without being 
runaway leaders like 
Coalstars. 

They always say it is 
easier to win the cup 
from a middle of the 
table side, than from a 
champion team. Indeed, 
if the ratings survey is an 
indication, Brusasco 
could lose valuable 
points to team-mates 
like Bruce Penman, 
Dave Wheeler, Mark 
McNaughton and Kevin 
Caldwell, who are all 
having top seasons. 

But Kirsopp, who 
came to Mount Gravatt 
after playing in the New
